MARCUS  ANTONIUS  CRETICUS 

Marcus  Antoni  us.  Creticus,  son  of  the  great  Roman  orator,  Antoni  us , is 
shown  on  an  aureus  of  the  Roman  Republic,  Only  two  specimens  of  this 
rare  coin  are  known,  one  in  the  Imperial  Cabinet  at  Vienna  and  the 
other  in  the  French  Cabinet  at  Paris.  This  same  Mark  Antoni  us  Creticus 
was  the  father  of  several  noted  sons,  Mark  Antony  being  the  eldest  and 
best  known  today.  Another  son,  and  next  eldest,  Caius  Antonous,  has 
his  name  and  title  but  no  portrait  on  very  rare  silver  coins  struck  by 
his  family. 


Mark  Antony  struck  coins  in  gold  and  silver  that  has  his  youngest 
brother,  Lucius  Antonius,  on  them.  The  obverse  has  the  bare  head  of 
Lucius  and  the  legend  "L.  ANT0N0V-S  COS".  Thre  reverse  shows  the  bare 
head  of  Mark  and  the  legend  "M.  ANT,  IMP.  AVG.  1 1 1 V I R . R.  P.  C.  M. 
NERVA  PR0Q.  P."  It  seems  that  Lucius  was  Consul  in  41  B.C.  during, 
the  absence  of  Mark,  who  was  in  Asia.  The  gold  coin  of  this  type  is 
unique,  but  the  silver  pieces  are  only  rare.

BANK-NOTE  WRAPPERS 


Reinhold  Jordan,  Schweinfurt,  V.  Germany 

( Translation  from  German  & Photos  by  Randolph  Zander,  NLG,  NI-HLM) 

Every  ragpicker  is  familiar  with  the  printed  paper  wrappers  that  bank 
cashiers  use  to  bundle  up  the  notes  they  have  counted  and  checked. 
These  are  the  subject  of  the  following  paragraphs. 


HISTORICAL 

Not  long  after  paper  money  had  come  into  general  use,  the  custom  arose 
of  bundling  together  a given  quantity  or  value  of  banknotes  in  order  to 
facilitate  administrative  control  in  banks  and  large  money-handling 
establ ishments .

Just  when  this  practice  was  introduced  in  Central  Europe  is  not  prec- 
isely clear.  Albert  Pick,  in  his  Papiergeldlexikon  of  1978  speaks  of 
such  a banknote  wrapper  dated  1820.  This  supports  his  conclusions  that 
printed  note  wrappers  were  in  existence  in  the  first  half  of  the  19th 
century . 

On  such  wrappers  appear  almost  always  data  on  the  issuing  agency,  the 
bank  branch,  and  the  denomination  and  quantity  of  the  pack  of  notes  for 
which  the  wrapper  is  intended.  Quite  often  the  name  of  the  firm  which 
printed  the  wrapper  appears  as  well.

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The  wrapper  frequently  carries  the  date  stamp  and  name  of  the  respon- 
sible employee,  as  well  as  such  other  data  as  whether  double-checked, 
machine -counted,  use  of  the  wrapper  for  notes  other  than  those 
intended,  &C.  Understandably,  few  users  pay  much  attention  to  the  note 
wrappers.  Once  the  packet  of  notes  is  broken,  the  wrapper  goes  into 
the  waste  basket.  One  would  look  in  vain  in  most  bank  records  for  any 
indication  of  the  type,  form  or  style  of  wrappers  used  by  the 
establishment  in  question. 


Even  the  paper-money  collector  would  hardly  be  inclined  to  save  these 
objects,  and  it  must  be  taken  for  granted  that  many  types  and 
varieties  of  note  wrappers  have  long  since  vanished,  down  to  the  last 
piece . 


THE  WORLDWIDE  SPREAD 


This  fact  had  challenged  the  writer  for  some  years  to  work  up  a survey. 
So  far  the  results  have  been  most  encouraging.  Hundreds  of  wrappers 
from  the  most  varied  places  on  all  continents  have  come  to  hand,  issued 
by  banks  and  other  authorities.  These  range  all  the  way  from  simple 
printed  paper  bands  to  the  most  floridly  decorated  printed  wrappers  of 
all  types  of  paper,  and  nowadays  even  of  plastic.  Dozens  of  typogra- 
phical styles  and  varieties  provide  the  clues  for  attributing,  say,  to 
Iran  as  against  Saudi  Arabia,  or  Japan  vs.  China,  &c.  In  many 
countries  the  postal  service,  exchange  regulatory  agencies  and  state 
banks  have  their  own  characteristic  wrappers,  and  of  course  so  do 
private  firms. 

It  is  specially  interesting  to  collect  the  wrappers  used  by  bank-note 
issuing  authorities,  not  by  any  means  all  of  which  are  state  banks. 


HISTORICAL  INSIGHTS 


Quite  as  interesting  as  the  wide  geographic  occurrence  of  these  note- 
wrappers  is  the  "historical  perspective"  reflected  in  the  long  usage  of 
these  little  pieces  of  paper. 

Some  recall  long  vanished  states  and  obsolete  paper-money  systems, 
others  tell  of  banks  of  issue  which  by  reason  of  merger,  supercession 
or  other  causes  have  long  since  passed  out  of  existence.  On  other 
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bands  are  printed  fantastically  high  values,  a memento  of  inflation  and 
fiscal  breakdown. 


Of  special  interest  are  the  currency  bands  of  foreign  notes  which 
regional  or  local  banks  collect  in  the  course  of  exchange  business  and 
bundle  up  for  despatch  to  their  central  banks. 

Occasionally,  as  for  example  in  Israel,  Argentina  or  France,  inflation 
gets  to  the  point  where  revaluation  becomes  necessary  through  the 
expedient  of  striking  out  the  zeroes.  Thus  in  1960  100  (old)  Francs 
became  one  (new)  French  franc.  Naturally  these  revaluations  are 
reflected  in  revised  currency  wrappers.  One  can  find  interesting 
overprints  and  surcharges  bearing  witness  to  such  occurrences. 

A current  example  is  the  projected  revaluation  of  the  Italian  lira,  as 
announced  recently  in  the  press. 


HOW  TO  FIND  CURRENCY  WRAPPERS 


Up  to  now  scarcely  anyone  had  turned  his  attention  to  these. 

Hence  there  is  no  organized  market  at  all.  If  a collector  just  lets  it 
be  known  that  he  is  looking  for  these  bits  of  paper,  he  will  be  able  at

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wrappers  from  any  bank  cashier  simply  for  the  asking.  At  the  exchange 
windows  6f  Major  branches  one  can  generally  find  wrappers  from  the  most 
travelled  foreign  countries.  Thus  an  enterprising  collector  can  bring 
home  from  a holiday  abroad  a good  selection  of  foreign  bank-note 
wrappers.  Similarly,  foreign  numismatic  pen-pals  are  able  to  furnish 
whole  sets  of  these  — even  from  East-bloc  lands  and  other  places  with 
currency  restrictions.

As  is  the  case  with  every  dedicated  collector  - whatever  his  specialty 
— the  note-wrapper  collector  must  keep  his  eyes  open  and  be  alert  to 
make  opportunities  for  himself.  The  fact  that  thus  far  there  is  no 
market  structure  for  this  specialty  can  make  the  collecting  all  the 
more  challenging.  A happy  by-product  is  that  collecting  in  this  field 
brings  with  it  no  financial  problems.  Money  is  almost  irrelevant: 
resourcefulness  and  patience  are  what  counts  most. 


CQLLECTIHG  TIPS 


If  this  form  of  collecting  every  catches  on,  then  special  albums  and 
catalogues  will  appear.  But  till  then,  improvisation  is  king.  The 
author  had  found  a blank  stamp  album  answers  handily  — the  wrapper 
need  only  to  be  remounted  every  so  often  as  the  collection  grows.

Since  each  wrapper  is  a monetary  history  document,  the  collector  should 
take  used  specimens  in  preference  to  mint  copies.  The  more  legible  the 
cashier's  signature,  the  fuller  and  sharper  his  stamp,  and  the  fuller 
the  indication  of  the  issuing  entity  — the  clearer  all  of  these  are 
the  better. 
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Naturally  the  question  comes  up  — should  one  specialize  in  the 
wrappers  of  a single  country  or  bank,  or  is  the  fascination  of  the 
fullest  variety  stronger?  Each  person  must  make  his  own  choice.

For  those  who  choose  to  specialize  on  a single  bank  or  a limited  area, 
there  is  the  danger  of  becoming  too  concerned  with  nuances  of  color, 
paper  and  printing.  These  wrappers  were  subject  generally  to  no  sort 
of  quality  control,  so  the  range  of  meaningless  minor  varieties  is 
almost  limitless.  It  could  readily  turn  out  that  such  a form  of 
specialization  could  leave  the  collector  with  an  enormous  mass  of  more 
or  less  pointless  variants  having  no  true  significance. 


And  so  - happy  hunting!

Do  you  know  that  the  "School  of  Arts"  at  Toluca,  Mexico  designed  and 
printed  currency  notes  during  the  revolution  in  1915?  They  are  the 
Estado  Libre  y Soberano  de  Mexico , 20  - 50  centavos  and  one  peso  notes. 
They  are  not  finely  detailed  as  no  doubt  they  were  an  emergency  issue 
designed  and  lithographed  rather  rapidly  for  immediate  release.  The 
school  name  appears  at  the  bottom  reverse  of  the  notes.

AGRIPPINA  C0L0NIA  (NOW  COLOGNE  ON  THE  RHINE) 


In  the  year  of  Rome  804  (A.D,  51),  Agrippina 
Junior,  the  mother  of  Nero,  and  later  the 
wife  of  Emperor  Claudius,  sent  a group  of 
veterans  to  her  birthplace  to  form  a Roman 
Colony.  The  city  of  Gallia  Belgica,  now 
Cologne  on  the  Rhine,  became  Agrippina 
Colonia  to  honour  Agrippina  Junior,  who  was 
a clever,  assuming  and  unscrupulous  woman. 
The  coin  shown  here  from  this  colony  was  is- 
sued under  the  Emperor  Postumus.

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AN  INTRODUCTION  TO  BYZANTINE  COINAGE

No.  39  - BASIL  II.  BULGAROKTONOS  (976-1025) 

Co-Emperor:  Constantine  VIII 

Basil  was  18,  his  brother  16,  when  John  died  but  there  was  no  direct 
opposition  to  their  accession.  Basil  was  to  have  one  of  the  longest 
and  most  effective  reigns  in  Byzantine  history.  He  modelled  himself 
on  Nicephorus  II , was  ascetic  and  never  married.  He  was  an  able  gen- 
eral, a fine  statesman  and  a great  ruler,  one  of  the  very  few  who 
concerned  himself  with  the  agricultural  situation.  He  seems  to  have 
been  one  of  those  able  rulers  sometimes  accorded  a country  as  a fore- 
runner to  its  decline.  His  brother  never  counted  for  much  during  his 
reign,  beyond  receiving  the  honors  due  his  position.  The  first  13 
years  of  Basil's  reign  were  busy  with  the  gradual  defeat  of  various 
ambitious  generals  but  he  was  helped  by  the  ability  of  his  great  uncle 
(illegitimate)  Basil  whom  he  later  removed  as  soon  as  all  the  rebel- 
lions had  been  defeated.  In  asserting  his  absolute  power  he  was  great- 
ly helped  by  the  marriage  of  his  sister  Anna  to  Vladimir  of  Russia, 
cementing,  as  it  were,  the  long  relationship  between  Byzantium  and 
Moscow  which  was  one  day  to  perceive  itself  as  the  Third  Rome  and  to 
give  the  Byzantine  tinge  to  medieval  Russia  so  reflected  in  its  re- 
ligious art  and  architecture.  He  recalled  his  mother  Theophano  to 
the  court  but  she  had  no  influence. 

He  ended  the  long  rivalry  between  Constantinople  and  Bulgaria  in  his 
second  war  against  the  great  tsar  Samuel,  no  mean  task  as  the  Bui  gars 
controlled  most  of  the  Balkans.  He  defeated  a Bui  gar  army  and  taking 
some  15,000  prisoners,  he  blinded  99  out  of  every  100,  leaving  the  one 
with  sight  to  lead  them  home.  Hence  his  title  as  he  has  come  down  in 
history  "Slaughterer  of  the  Bui  gars".  It  is  said  the  shock  and  horror 
shook  Samuel  so  much  that  he  had  a stroke  or  died  in  a fit.  The  Bul- 
garian Empire  was  then  incorporated  into  the  Byzantine  State.  Basil 
conquered  Armenia,  a buffer  state  between  the  Empire  and  Syria,  and 
when  he  died  his  empire  strectched  from  Armenia  to  the  Adriatic  and 
southern  Syria  to  the  Danube.  He  was  68  then  and  was  in  the  midst  of 
preparations  to  recapture  Sicily  from  the  Arabs. 

The  Coinage 

Inevitable  in  such  a long  reign  there  were  many  changes  and  varieties 
in  the  coinage  though  some  are  rare.  As  in  John's  reign  the  only 

copper  struck  with  imperial  iden- 
tification was  that  of  Cherson. 

It  was  also  the  last  such  coinage 
struck  there. 

The  Anonymous  Coinage  (see.  No.  38) 
continued  as  before  but  at  some 
period  the  weight  of  the  copper 
coins  changed  from  c.  5 gms.  to  20 
gms.  This  probably  denoted  a 
a change  in  the  valuation  for 
record  keeping  and  may  well  have  been  because  of  the  lack  of  the  silver 
miliaresia,  leaving  gold  and  small  copper  pieces  only  in  circulation.

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The  gold  coinage  saw  the  histamenon  and  the  tetarteron  become  two  sep- 
arate denominations  with  different  designs.  The  later  gold  became 
more  medieval  in  character 

The  silver  coinage  continued,  at  first,  as  in  the  previous  reign  but 
then  was  replaced  quite  soon  by  busts  of  the  two  emperors.  A special 
issue  was  struck  for  Basil's  final  victory  at  Abydos  which  ended  the 
civil  war.  The  miliaresia  issues  seem  to  have  petered  out  in  the  lat- 
ter part  of  Basil's  reign,  perhaps  because  of  the  silver  shortage  in 
the  Islamic  world.  Indeed  in  my  own  years  of  buying  coins  in  Istanbul, 
silver  coins  for  the  whole  period  of  the  Empire  were  rare  compared 
with  the  gold. 

One  feature  shared  by  all  three  denominations  is  the  great  many  small 
differences  in  design,  mainly  the  ornamentation  whether  in  the  nimbus 
or  above  and  below  the  legends.  (See  the  table  in  Byzantine  No.  38.) 
Various  suggestions  have  been  made  about  these,  perhaps  some  from  pro- 
vincial mints,  perhaps  a form  of  mint  control  and  changed  at  regular 
periods.  Some  day  with  the  examination  of  more  materials,  hoards  and 
the  like,  it  might  be  possible  to  work  out  a chronology. 

Gold 

Hi stamenon.  D.  0.  has  a number  of  classes  and  divisions  for  the  hi- 
stamenon nomisma.  Seaby  lists  only  two  with  some  variations  of  the 
first.  This  has  the  bust  of  the  Christos  and  the  usual  legend  or 
variations.  He  wears  the  pallium  and  col  obi  urn  and  holds  the  gospels.

Variations  in  Lettering 

The  variations  come  in  the  pellets  and  the  ornamentation.  The  reverse 
has  busts  of  a bearded  Basil  and  Constantine,  beardless,  facing,  hold- 
ing a long  handled  patriarchal  cross  between  them.  There  were  contem- 
porary forgeries  of  this,  and  others,  usually  of  gilded  bronze.  In 
fact  I picked  several  such  from  George  Zaccos'  rubbish  bowl  (which  he

kept  for  fakes  and  forgeries) 
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The  legends  of  the  obverse  and  reverse  are  the 
same  as  those  on  the  histamenon.

In  one 
rare  variety  they  hold  a labarum,  The  one 
reasonably  common  tetarteron  has  an  X on  the 
shaft  of  the  patriarchal  cross.

The  reverse  is  the  usual  type  of  legend  in  five  lines.  These  coins 
are  usually  clipped,  one  suggestion  being  this  was  done  before  issuing. 
Thus  they  are  the  smallest. 

The  third  type  is  the  same  as  the  second  with  ornament  variations  but 
always  struck  on  large  (28mm)  thinner  flans  and  the  reverse  legend 
always  has  -®-  above  and  below. 
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NOTE: 


Starting  with  Basil  II  and  the  Anonymous  Folles,  until  the  period  of 
Nicephorus  III,  the  business  of  correct  attribution  is  still  a prob- 
lem and  depends  on  considerable  scholarship  and  technical  knowledge. 
All  this  apart  from  the  Anonymous  Folles  themselves,  many  of  which  have 
had  their  attribution  worked  out  thanks  to  subsequent  restri kings, 
discoveries  in  hoards  and  so  on. 

As  readers  of  this  series  may  have  realized,  a major  problem  is  the 
fact  coins  no  longer  bear  any  dates.  The  existence  of  two  Romanus1 
and  a number  of  Michaels  have  also  added  to  the  complications.  The 
shortness  of  most  of  the  reigns,  as  well  as  the  fact  that  some  of  the 
individuals  concerned  may  have  been  associated  with  more  than  one 
reign,  is  another. 

Relatively  few  gold  and  silver  specimens  were  known  in  the  days  of 
Sabatier  and  Wroth,  so  a number  of  incorrect  attributions  were  made. 
Today  many  more  specimens  exist  and  are  known  or  have  been  described; 
hoards  have  been  discovered  and  recorded  in  detail.  This  latter  is 
particularly  true  since  World  War  II,  and  local  scholars,  i.e.  in 
Greece,  Bulgaria,  have  worked  on  them.  All  these  facts  have  helped  a 
greater  degree  of  accuracy.  One  or  two  Byzantine  coins,  found  in  a 
dateable  Danish  hoard,  for  instance,  may  help  to  pinpoint  the  date  of 
the  Byzantine  specimens.  Technical  details,  like  gold  content,  may 
be  another.  Style  and  details  of  dress  and  ornamentation  have  always 
played  a part,  but  sound  scholars  may  well  disagree  over  these.  In 
the  years  ahead  more  will  become  known. 

I have  tried  to  keep  this  Byzantine  series  as  simple  as  possible  and 
so  I have  rarely  mentioned  the  "ifs  and  ands",  but  in  general  I have 
accepted  the  results  of  the  D.O.  catalogue  and  collection. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  express  my  own  thanks  to  Bart  Lewis, 

R.  R.  Kutcher  and  the  Lincoln  Foundation  (all  of  Lincoln)  for  tech- 
nical and  library  help  since  most  of  my  own  Byzantine  library  has 
long  since  been  dispersed  and  I have  been  out  of  this  field  actively 
for  a number  of  years.

THE  BATTLE  QF  ACTIUM  COMMEMORATIVE  COINS 


The  Roman  Emperor  who  took  the  name  of  his  great 
uncle,  the  dictator  Julius  Caesar,  and  became 
known  as  "Caesar  Augustus",  struck  some  gold  and 
silver  coins  in  12  B.C,  to  commemorate  the  battle 
of  Actium,  It  was  said  that  the  goddess  Apollo 
supported  Augustus  in  this  battle,  where  he  won 
the  civilized  world,  because  he  had  manifested 
his  devotion  to  her  worship.  The  reverse  of 
these  coins  has  Apollo  standing  left,  with  a lyre,  and  the  inscription 
"IMP  XLL  ACT".

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MINDANAO  WWII  EMERGENCY  CURRENCY  REVISITED

(Note:  This  is  an  Overview  of  the  Notes  issued  by  the  MINDANAO  CURRENCY 
AUTHORITY  during  NNII. ) 


After  the  Americans  surrendered  under  Lt.  General  Jonathan  Wainwright, 
who  had  been  placed  in  charge  by  Gen.  Douglas  MacArthur,  some  U.S. 
forces  joined  Filipinos  in  the  hills.  Some  U.S.  soldiers  took  command 
of  various  Philippine  areas.  U.S.  Colonel  Wendel  W.  Fertig  was  leader 
on  Mindanao,  reportedly  the  most  highly  organized  outfit  that  printed 
their  own  paper  money. 


In  1943  the  Philippine  Commonwealth  President  Quezon  created  the  Min- 
danao Currency  Board.  Ubaldo  D.  Laya,  pre-war  Provincial  Treasurer 
supervised  the  new  board  and  also  advised  the  Colonel  on  civil  affairs.

PHILIPPINES  NNII  MINDANAO  EMERGENCY  (1944)  CURRENCY 


The  first  (1943)  Mindanao  notes  were  hand-typed  notes.  The  50  centavos 
was  apparently  first.  Later  notes,  like  the  20  pesos,  illustrating  this 
paper,  were  printed  on  Heavy  Kraft  (brown)  paper.  Bills  were  engraved 
daily  in  an  open  shed  in  Oroquieta  on  Iligan  Bay.  The  printing  plates 
were  handcarved  from  hardwood,  and  printing  was  accomplished  by  ap- 
plying a mixture  of  dyes  and  soot-ink  to  the  plates,  then  pressing  the 
design  onto  heavy  Kraft  wrapping  paper.  The  two  languages  are  English 
and  Cebuano  (a  fact  I didn't  know  — I thought  it  was  Tagalog,  the 
national  language  of  the  Philippines,  along  with  English).  Samuel  J. 
Wilson,  an  engraver  before  the  war,  became  Printer  and  Engraver.  So  in 
brief  this  is  the  story  of  their  creation  during  that  war... 

One  more  thing,  the  Redemption  of  these  historic  Philippine  Emergency 
notes,  called  by  some  "Mountain  or  Guerilla  Notes",  took  place  after 
the  U.  S.  and  Philippino  troops  under  Gen.  MacArthur  recaptured  and 
secured  the  then  soon-to-be-independent  island  nation.  The  U.S.  gave 
the  Philippine  Government  after  the  war  $25  million  (50  million  Pesos, 
then)  for  expenses  incurred  under  the  agreements;  $15  million  was  for 
Note  Redemption.  With  more  pressing  problems  facing  the  new  nation  just 
gone  through  a war,  it  was  put  off  until  the  Fourth  Session  of  the 
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Philippines  Congress  (1949),  which  created  the  Central  Bank  of  the 
Philippines,  and  cleared  up  the  redemption  of  the  WWII  Mindanao  Notes 
completely .

MINDANAO  20  PESOS  DATED  1944  REVERSE 

The  Mindanao  Emergency  notes  were  in  two  issues:  T.  Guingona,  Chairman, 
signed  notes,  were  100%  redeemed;  Notes  signed  by  F.  Saguin,  Chairman, 
were  redeemed  in  three  parts:  People  redeeming  up  to  500  pesos  got  100% 
redemption;  for  amounts  between  500  and  1000  pesos,  possessors  got  50% 
redemption  value;  and  30%  of  value  for  amounts  from  1,000-10,000  pesos 
handed  in  for  redemption  • and  for  the  individuals  who  had  accumulated 
sums  above  10,000  pesos  they  got  15%  redemption  in  exchange.  Giving 
the  highest  redemption,  pesos  for  new  pesos  to  the  "little  guy".

ARGENTUM  AND  ARGENTEUS 


Argentum,  the  Roman  word  for  silver,  was  a word  employed  by  the  Latins 
to  denote  money  in  general,  even  though  silver  money  was  not  the  first 
metal  to  be  used  by  them  for  coins.  Argenteus,  or  the  silver  piece, 
was  the  name  first  given  to  the  large  silver  coins  of  Caracal! a,  the 
Antoninianus.  When  the  denarii  and  the  antoniniani  were  reduced  to 
copper  and  billon,  a good  silver  coin  was  introduced  that  was  known 
as  the  Argenteus.  This  coin  was  introduced  by  the  Emperor  Diocletian, 
who  towards  the  end  of  the  third  century  devised  a new  constitution 
for  the  empire,  and  also  regularized  the  coinage.

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THE  PENGUIN  TOKEN  OF  NORWAY

Collecting  foreign  tokens  can  be  an  interesting  pasttime  providing  you 
can  accept  the  fact  that  you  can  end  up  with  more  questions  than 
answers. 


Are  all  Norwegian  Penguin  Tokens  (19ma)  Holed? 

I favour  tokens  listed  by  dealers  as  unidentified  and  then  I do  my  best 
to  track  them  down.  The  piece  illustrated  above  is  a good  example. 

This  token  is  17  mm.  in  diameter  and  made  of  brass,  with  three  penguins 
on  one  side  and  "1  Ore"  on  the  other.  The  penguins  have  fish  in  their 
beaks  and  the  letters  " U S F"  on  their  chests. 

Only  the  Scandinavian  countries  use  the  ore  denomination  and  only 
Sweden  spells  Ore  this  way,  while  the  others  spell  it  §re,  but  I 
couldn't  find  it  (my  token)  in  my  books. 

The  Royal  Coin  Cabinet  National  Museum  of  Monetary  History  in  Sweden 
could  not  identify  it  and  they  have  about  7000  tokens  in  their  col- 
lection, so  I had  to  look  further  afield.  Jerry  F.  Schimmel,  a 
well-known  token  dealer  suggested  that  I contact  Jargen  Swmod  in 
Denmark.  Mr.  Swmod  is  the  curator  of  the  Lawyer  Ole  Andersen  col- 
lection of  world  tokens  which  was  founded  in  1879,  and  he  identified  it 
as  being  Norwegian,  issued  in  Bergen  before  the  2nd  World  War. 

The  next  step  was  to  contact  the  Embassy  of  Norway  for  appropriate  ad- 
dresses. Off  went  a few  more  letters  an  in  due  course  I received  a 
letter  from  the  curator  of  coins  and  medals  at  the  University  of  Oslo. 

The  letters  "U  S F"  stand  for  "United  Sardines  Factoring",  but  they 
were  unable  to  provide  any  other  information. 

It  is  possible  that  this  token  was  made  in  Sweden  and  this  would 
account  for  the  Swedish  rather  than  Norwegian  spelling  of  ore. 

Mr.  Swmod  informs  me  that  he  knows  of  other  tokens  with  the  penguin 
reverse,  namely  one  krone  in  brass  and  10  ore  and  1 ore  pieces  in 
aluminum. 
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If  anyone  can  add  to  this  information  I should  be  pleased  to  hear  from 
them.

"First  state  ever  (issue)  from  the  African  continent " 


This  50  cents  paper  money  (Pick  No.  6)  issued  in  1863  is  the  "first 
state  ever  (issue)  from  the  African  continent".  This  note  was  issued 
by  the  newly  founded  Republic  of  Liberia  - consisting  of  freed  American 
negro  (black)  slaves.  In  the  vignette  one  can  see  a sailing  ship 
returning  to  the  Liberian  shores,  over  which  a white  dove  is  flying. 

A Rare  note,  in  Fine  condition. 
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The  Rosen  Collection  of  Archaic  Greek  Coins

The  "dispersion”  in  October  1987  by  Munzen  und  Hedaillen  (M&M)  of 
Rosen's  monnaies  grecques  de  haute  ipoque  and  the  nail  bid  sale  in 
Decenber  1987  of  nore  Rosen  coins  by  Numismatic  Fine  Arts  (UFA)  call 
for  a few  words  on  this  remarkable  collection.  A first  effort  to 
publish  the  Rosen  holdings  bad  been  made  in  the  spring  of  1984  when  the 
American  Numismatic  Society's  series  Ancient  Coins  in  North  American 
Collections  was  enriched  by  Ms.  Nancy  M.  Waggoner's  Ancient  Greek  Coins 
from  the  Collection  of  Jonathan  P.  Rosen,  No.  5 in  the  series  (ACNAC 
5).  As  the  ANS  Newsletter  says,  Ms.  Waggoner's  "work  brings  to  the 
series  an  unusual  concentration  on  the  beginnings  of  coinage.” 

Needless  to  say,  Ms.  Waggoner's  work  shows  solid  erudition  and  method 
which,  of  course,  would  have  been  expected  of  her  talent  and  experi- 
ence. Her  arrangement  of  the  coins  is  the  one  followed  by  classical 
scholars.  The  28  excellent  plates  in  ACNAC  5 present  770  coins,  with 
many  of  the  tiny  pieces,  the  "smallest  fractions,”  being  shown  actual 
size  and  enlarged  on  a scale  of  2:1.  The  photos  are  due  to  the  able 
lens  of  R.  J.  Myers,  whose  coin  catalogues  of  recent  years  have 
deserved  well-earned  praise  for  his  scholarship  and  photography. 

MfcM  listed  460  coins,  all  illustrated.  The  arrangement  in  the  M&M  cat- 
alogue consisting  of  a first  section  with  the  earliest  coins  and  moving 
thereafter  from  East  to  West,  with  Sicily  and  Cyrene  at  the  end,  is 
confusing,  and  would  be  acceptable  only  where  there  is  an  overwhelming 
emphasis,  such  as  is  shown  in  Rosen's  collection,  on  the  coinage  of  the 
earliest  times.  Of  the  460  items  in  the  sale,  some  225  coins  were 
referred  to  by  a number  from  ACNAC  5 and  the  words  coet  exemplaire,  and 
about  20  others  had  an  ACNAC  5 number  but  not  the  aforesaid  words, which 
I would  understand  to  mean  that,  in  the  four  years  that  had  passed 
since  ACNAC  5 bad  seen  the  light  of  day,  Rosen  had  made  an  effort  to 
improve  the  quality  of  the  original  20  pieces.  The  MfcM  catalogue 
explains  the  differences  between  the  book  and  the  catalogue  by  saying 
that  Rosen  coins  being  sold  constitute  un  choix  enrichi  oar  de 
nombreuses  acquisitions  faites  avr&s  1983  et  ne  figurant  vas  dans  Je 
catalogue  de  Naoooner.  a diplomatic  suggestion  that  ACNAC  5 may  have 
come  too  early,  before  the  collection  had  ripened  sufficiently.  But, 
do  we  have  to  wait  for  the  final  fate  of  a collection  to  know  what  has 
been  its  precise  contents? 

The  MfcM  cataloguer  states  in  the  introduction  that  the  dispersion  of 
the  Rosen  collection  is  an  important  event  for  all  those  interested  in 
the  beginning  of  Greek  coinage,  a matter  "still  surrounded  by  mystery" 
in  many  respects.  The  cataloguer  continues:  "Put  together  in  the 
course  of  some  thirty  years,  this  very  important  collection  has  been 
devoted  essentially  to  Greek  archaic  coinage."  Thirty  years  is  a long 
time  in  the  life  of  a collector.  Thirty  years  takes  us  back  to  the 
1950s,  when  Burton  Berry  and  Hans  von  Aulock,  both  now  deceased,  were 
still  in  full  numismatic  bloom.  In  fact,  the  Rosen  collection  does 
contain  a number  of  references  to  the  acquisition  of  von  Aulock  pieces, 
many  of  which  were  sold  a short  time  before  his  death  in  1980  as  well 
as  thereafter.  There  are  also  quite  a number  of  other  references  to 
pedigrees  dating  from  the  1970s  and  1980s. 
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A word  on  the  photography  of  the  M&H  catalogue:  magnificent.  It  is  a 
pity  that  ve  are  not  given  the  name  of  the  photographer,  as  we  are  told 
the  names  of  some  of  the  best  Greek  coin  die  engravers.  Why  does  the 
photography  of  a commercial  catalogue  have  to  be  superior  to  that  of 
learned  publications?  The  reason  undoubtedly  is  money,  although  one 
must  not  forget  that  the  price  of  numismatic  books  has  become  astro- 
nomically high,  while  the  best  commercial  catalogues  can  often  be  had 
for  a nominal  sum. 

The  UFA  listing  gives  the  impression  that  the  Rosen  coins  presented 
therein  are  the  leftovers.  This  is  not  so.  In  fact,  there  are  very 
important  archaic  Rosen  pieces  offered  in  the  NFA  presentation.  Just 
to  mention  one:  the  Athenian  Happenmanzen  owl  didrachm  (lot  253)  ex- 
Pozzi,  ex-Leu,  one  of  four  such  pieces  known  to  Seltman. 

In  order  to  arrange  the  coins,  the  UFA  cataloguer  follows  another  plan: 
the  earliest  electrum  coins  are  listed  at  the  beginning  of  the 
catalogue,  with  128  smaller  electrum  pieces  in  multiple  lots  at  the  end 
of  the  section.  After  that,  the  cataloguer  follows  the  classical 
arrangement.  For  anyone  who  wishes  to  study  the  Rosen  materials,  the 
issue  is  further  confused  by  the  mingling  with  the  Rosen  coins  other 
coins  not  belonging  to  the  Rosen  collection,  surely  in  order  to  make 
the  sale  more  attractive,  a perfectly  justifiable  action  on  the  part  of 
a commercial  enterprise. 

The  organizational  difficulties  that  a scholar  must  face  in  studying 
the  Rosen  holdings  are  best  exemplified  by  a cursory  examination  of  the 
handling  of  the  Cyzicus  electrum  staters  in  the  book  and  the  two  recent 
catalogues  available  for  study.  ACHAC  5 illustrates  24  Cyzicene 
electrum  staters.  Of  these,  nine  staters  were  illustrated  and  sold  by 
H&N;  six  staters  were  illustrated  and  offered  by  NFA;  and  nine  staters 
have  not,  until  this  day,  been  offered  for  sale  publicly.  H&M  Rosen 
staters  also  included  three  staters  not  found  in  ACHAC  5,  and  NFA's 
Rosen  staters  also  included  three  staters  not  in  ACHAC  5.  Of  the  nine 
staters  examined  in  ACNAC  5 and  not  offered  for  sale,  seven  are 
magnificent  pieces,  and  one  would  think  they  were  either  kept  by  Rosen 
or  sold  by  private  treaty  or  presented  as  a gift  to  some  well -deserving 
museum. 

For  a lover  of  the  Athenian  series,  the  remarkable  surprise  in  the 
Rosen  holdings  was  the  superb  archaic  Athenian  tetradrachm  (M&H's  No. 
400)  as  well  as  the  very  important  tetradrachm  of  the  earliest  times 
(M&H's  No.  398)  neither  one  shown  in  ACHAC  5.  The  disappearance  from 
the  collection  of  two  archaic  tetradrachms,  both  apparently  heavily 
tooled  (ACHAC  5 Nos.  199  and  200)  is  to  be  praised.  M&H's  insistence 
on  following  the  traditional  dating  of  Athenian  archaic  material  should 
be  noted.  There  still  are  concerns  pending  on  this  matter  for  which 
final  answers  have  not  yet  been  found. 

In  conclusion,  I must  say  that  what  is  now  needed  is  a revised  and 
enlarged  edition  of  ACHAC  5,  one  that  should  show  in  one  place,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  student,  the  complete  Rosen  collection,  one  of  the  most 
significant  "North  American  Collections"  to  have  been  put  together  by 
an  amateur  in  the  past  generation.

Rarely  Mentioned  Uniface  so-called  RECEPIS 

City  of  ROTTERDAM  4 Gulden  10  stuivers  = 10  (French)  Livres  dated  14 
February  1795.  This,  the  first  true  paper  money  ever  issued  by  the 
Netherlands,  was  created  at  a time  when  the  country  was  flooded  by 
French  assignats,  to  prevent  the  first  fiat  money  from  becoming  the 
only  circulating  means  of  payment.  These  so-called  recepis  were  very 
short-lived,  and  they  have  almost  never  been  mentioned  in  any  works. 
This  exceedingly  rare  note  in  superb  condition,  would  make  a great 
addition  to  any  collection  of  assignats.  One  note  of  this  type  is 
illustrated  in  Deutsche  Bundesbank:  Fruzeit  des  Papiergeldes,  a F-VF 
example  (from  the  Collection  of  Dr.  Arnold  Keller).

ARBORES 

Arbores  were  trees  to  the  Romans  and  the  trees  on  many  of  their  coins 
serve  as  the  respective  symbols  or  insignia  of  certain  countries. 

The  palm  tree  of  Judaea  for  example,  or  the  frankincense  and  balsam 
for  Arabia.  Our  English  "Arbor"  comes  directly  from  this  Latin  word.

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HITOSHI  KOZONO  (1900-1988) 

Hi tos hi  Kozono  died  in  Fukuoka,  Japan  in  May,  1988  after  an  ex- 
tended illness.  Kozono -sensei  was  not  only  a teacher  ( sensei ) by 
profession,  but  was  a numismatic  sensei  to  an  entire  generation 
of  non-Japanese  students  of  Japanese  numismatics.  For  well  over 
twenty  years  he  tirelessly  answered  questions,  explained  anomal- 
ies, translated  inscriptions,  and  provided  examples  of  numismatic 
materials  to  scores  of  correspondents  whose  contact  with  Japanese 
numismatics  was  restricted  to  the  very  few  English-language  pub- 
lications available  before  the  Krause  catalogs  appeared. 

Kozono -sensei  received  his  professional  education  from  the  School 
of  Education  of  Kyushu  Imperial  University  in  Fukuoka.  He  taught 
chemistry  and  physics  in  middle  school  and  high  school  in 
Fukuoka  for  forty-three  years,  retiring  in  the  early  1960s. 

From  the  age  of  fifteen  he  studied  Japanese  and  Chinese  coins. 

In  later  years  he  also  became  interested  in  Japanese  banknotes 
and  bonds.  He  was  a member  of  many  Japanese  and  Western  numis- 
matic organizations. 

He  modestly  failed  to  mention  a single  work  of  his  own  in  the 
Bibliography  of  Far  Eastern  Numismatology  and  a Coin  Index  which 
he  co-authored  with  Arthur  B.  Coole  and  Howard  F.  Bowker  (Volume 
1 of  Coole' s Encyclopedia  of  Chinese  Coins').  Nevertheless,  he 
was  widely  known  among  collectors  of  Japanese  material  in  the  US, 
although  relatively  little  known  in  Japan  proper  (Fukuoka  is 
somewhat  off  the  beaten  track).  An  indefatigable  correspondent, 
the  extent  of  his  contributions  to  articles  written  by  US  col- 
lectors will  never  be  known.  He  was  also  a contributor  to  John 
Novak's  long-running  serial  "Cash  on  the  Line". 

Paper  money  collectors  know  his  work  through  the  two-part  catalog 
of  Japanese  notes  which  he  and  Yoshinori  Ogawa  prepared  as  Vol- 
ume 4 of  the  IBNS  series  Paper  Money  of  the  20th  Century.  Anoth- 
er well-read  (and  today  scarce)  contribution  to  the  English- 
language  literature  on  Japanese  numismatics  was  his  collabor- 
ation with  Alan  D.  Craig,  Yong-Joon  Kim,  and  Reiko  Hayashi  to 
translate  and  edit  the  English  version  of  the  Asahi  Newspaper 
group's  booklet  Kahei  no  Rekishi  (Money  History  tof  Japan]). 

This  50-page  translation  (which  must  be  used  alongside  the 
original  64-page  booklet)  is  exceptionally  informative. 

kozono -sensei  was  the  Contri  buting  Edi  tor  (Japan)  for  Numismatic 
Literature  from  1968-1984,  whenfailing  health  forced  him  to  recruit 
another  contributor.  Unti  1 he  became  i 1 1 , he  answered  every  letter 
he  received  with  alacrity  and  enthusiasm.  He  al  so  provided  dupli- 
cates from  hi  s col  lection  to  other  collectors  at  very  low  prices. 

Kozono-sensei  truly  made  Japanese  numi  smatics  accessible  in  a period 
when  it  was  still  regarded  as  a very  obscure  collecting  byway. 

His  passing  saddens  all  of  us  who  learned  so  much  from  him.

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BOOK  REVIEWS 

LA  STORIA  DEL  RISPARMIO.  Cassa  di  Risparmio  di  Trieste  1984.  143pp, 

illus.  in  text,  23  x 30cm,  hardbound.  (The  NI  Library  has  a copy.) 

In  1982  the  Deutscher  Sparkassenverlag  put  out  a work  on  the  "piggy 
bank"  in  all  its  infinite  variety  over  the  centuries.  Two  years 
later  this  was  translated  into  Italian  and  supplemented  to  form  the 
present  book,  published  by  the  Trieste  Savings  Bank. 

An  introduction  and  eleven  chapters  discuss  in  broad  strokes  the 
form  and  function  of  monetary  savings  over  the  course  of  history, 
and  each  chapter  includes  a number  of  elegant  colored  pictures  of 
individual  savings  banks  of  its  period,  together  with  notes  of  int- 
erest to  the  collector  of  these  often  fascinating  objects. 

The  savings  devices  range  from  exquisite  metal,  ceramic  or  wooden 
creations,  on  through  various  trick  mechanical  devices,  down  to  a 
selection  of  comtemporary  versions.  Of  the  modern  devices  some 
resemble  nothing  so  much  as  adapted  beer  cans  (indeed,  these  latter 
could  beguile  the  beer-can-collector  into  a subsidiary  specialty). 

Anyway  this  de-luxe  coffee-table  book  is  a pleasure  to  riffle  through, 
and  for  the  interested  collector  it  should  have  decided  value.  At 
the  back,  the  bibliography  includes  16  works  on  the  subject,  most 
of  them  out  of  print. 

Copies  of  the  book  were  generously  distributed  by  Giulio  Bernardi , 
the  host  at  the  1988  IAPN  Assembly  at  Trieste,  to  all  association 
members.  This  suggests  that  a stock  of  them  must  still  be  available.

The  first  time  that  the 
triumphant  conquest  of  Brit- 
ain was  noted  on  coinage 
was  on  coins  of  the  Emperor 
Claudius  in  A.U.C.  796  (A.D. 
43).  At  that  time  gold  and 
silver  coins  were  struck 
with  a reverse  showing  a 
triumphal  arch,  inscribed 
with  "DE  BRITANN"  above  which  is  an  equestrian 
statue  between  two  trophies.  Honours  were 
awarded  to  Claudius  by  the  Senate  of  Rome  for 
the  conquest  of  Britain.  Suetonius  recorded 
that  in  addition  a naval  crown  was  placed 
the  summit  of  the  Palatine  residence  of  the 
the  Ocean  having  been  subdued  by  this  emperor's
